Berlin, Jan. 29.—Thp British ste am ­ 
er Y arrow dale w-aa brought into h a r­ 
bor on Dec. 31 an a prize by a crew 
of Fixteen men, Hays an official ntatc- 
m ent issued here. 
The Y arrow dale carried 469 prison­ 
ers, the crew s of ste am ers captured 
by a G erm an anxiliary cruiser in the 
A tlantic ocean. 
The prisoners on the Y arrow dale 
were from one Norwegian and seven 
British vessels. 
The cargoes of the captured ves 
sels, 
the state m en t 
adds, 
consisted 
principally of w ar m aterial for the 
en ten te allies and foodstuffs.

arm ed British m erchantm en. 
The official sta te m en t follows: 
“The 
English ste am e r Y arrowdale 
of 4.600 tons was brought into the h a r­ 
bor Dec. 31 as a prize by a prize crew’ 
of sixteen den. 
She had aboard 469 
prisoners, nam ely, the crew s of on** 
Norwegian and seven 
English ships

Cargoes Mainly W ar Munitions. 


"T he cargoes of the captured ves­ 
sels consisted principally of w ar ma 
terial for our enem ies from Am erica 
and foodstuffs, including 6,000 tons of 
w heat, 2,000 .tons of flour and 1,900 
horses.

lorries, one 
motor car. 
6,300 
cases of rifle cartridges, 30,000 rolls 
of barbed wire and 3,300 tons of st* e! 
bars, besides a large quantity of meat, 
bacon and sausages. 
"Of the vessels .punk three of the 
British were arm ed. Among the crews 
ot the captured vessels are 103 sub­ 
jects of neutral states, who, as xvell 
ns enem y subjects, have been rem oved 
as prisoners of war in so far s* they 
had taken pay on arm ed enem y v es­ 
sels. 
“The bringing in of tile Y arrowdale 
has been kept secret up to this tim e 
for m ilitary reason . which, in view
